Win Hail at chairman, and E. E. 
Scranton as secretary, ami was opened 
lor remarks. 

Speeches were made by Mr. Me- 
New, Capt. Farris. E E. Scranton. 
Dr. E, C». Farris, Geo. Brinkcrhuff, a 
lady whose name wc did not learn, 
Mr. Daugherty, the Rev. Melnutker 
and others. The speak*rs were all 
strongly opposed to the erection 01 
another building «»n the East side, 
some expressing the opinion that the 
local hoard had exceeded i s author¬ 
ity in purchasing a site on the East 
side, and claiming that the matter 
should have been put to a vote of the 
citizens. 

At this junc.ure County Superin¬ 
tendent C. E. Vowel! appeared ana 
was asked to address tkc meeting. He 
expressed hit surprise at finding that 
there was any dissatisfaction with the 
nction oi the county hoard, saying 
that i. hud seed on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the local hoard, and supp >sed 
the action would he pleasing 10 the 
people .d St. Cloud. He slated that 
lie number of teachers in the St 
Cloud schools w .14* greater than in 
i*thir schools in the county, being 
eleven teachers to Z56 pupils. Asked 
if it were % possR)lc for the county 
hoard to rescind in action, he ex¬ 
pressed sonic doubt, saying that tne 
hoard ha» made terms which it might 
not he possible to change.

Tb all -1 a.her shoe will soon be 
almost extinct, according to an an¬ 
nouncement of the executive commit¬ 
tee of the National Rcta.l Shoe Deal¬ 
ers* Association in New York. Cloth 
is to be substituted, but a* cloth i» 
plentiful the shot top will henceforth 
creep two inches higher above mi¬ 
lady's ankle and will appear in col¬ 
ors heretofore tabooed in the ihoc 
trade. 

In view of the embarrassment that 
may follow this departure the associ¬ 
ation will appoint a commi’tce to in¬ 
struct buyer* throughout the country 
relalivr to the proper combinations 
of colors. It being presumed that 
many small retailers would not know 
whether red and pink, for instance, 
would he popular in their particular 
cities. 

An official said: "Today we can pro¬ 
cure hides only from Russia and In¬ 
dia, and this is done only after great 
difficulty. We have sufficient leather 
to meet the demand, but it will be nec¬ 
essary to substitute cloth for leather 
in shot top* in :he majority of cases, 
Shoe* will not, however, increase ina- 
criatly in price. During the pa*t 
year shoes have Increased in price 
about ten per cent, bur the price ot* 
leather ha* increased about tec per 
cent 

’ By next fall, I should *ay, a »liu* 
costing $5 today will sell f<»r about 
86 or $6.50. They will not get any 
cheaper, but the crest of the wave 
of high shoe prices has almost been 
reached."
